The  general  conditions  of  health  were  good,  also 
conditions  of  environment,  etc. 

Considering  the  amount  of  unemployment  in  the  district  during  the 
vi  ar  the  health  and  physique  of  children  and  adults  has  been  on  the 
whole  well  maintained. 

SECTION  B.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THF  AREA. 

! Pubi  c Health  Officers  of  the  Authority. 

Part-time  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  a whole  time  Sanitary 
Inspector  who  acts  as  Foods  Inspector. 

2. — There  are  no  changes  in  the  services  provided  under  the  following 
heads  : — 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  is  available  for  accidents  and 
sickness  to  which  a number  of  the  population  contribute 
a small  weekly  fee. 

• There  are  also  two  private  ambulances  in  the  district  for 
hire. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  is  a very  efficient  voluntary  Nursing  Association  in 
the  Area  which  employs  three  district  nurses. 

(d)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

These  are  available  and  controlled  by  the  Monmouthshire 
County  Council. 


The  hospitals  used  are  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  New- 
port, Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Hospitals  controlled 
by  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council  Public  Assistance 
Committee. 

(e)  Hospitals,  Public  and  Voluntary. 

SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


i . — W aler. 

The  particulars  ol  water  supplies  has  not  materially  altered.  Where 
new  houses  are  being  built  under  the  Housing  Schemes  these  are  to 
be  connected  up  with  the  existing  mains.  1 he  supply  during  the  year 
lias  been  satisfactory  (a)  in  quantity;  (b)  in  quality  on  the  whole  has 
been  good,  but  during  the  year  for  a period  a certain  amount  of 
deposit  was  getting  into  the  main  in  the  lower  part  of  the  area.  How- 
ever, this  has  been  remedied. 

Samples  of  the  water  have  lieen  examined  chemically  and  bacterio- 
logically  and  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

2.  — Drains  and  Sewerage. 

For  particulars  under  this  head  see  Sanitary  Inspector  s report. 

3.  — Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  action  was  taken  to  check  the  pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams 
in  the  area  during  the  year.  New  retaining  wall  Has  been  built  to  pre- 
vent flooding  at  three  points  of  the  river  bank  from  Crosskeys  to  Risca. 
This  wall  gives  a better  scope  for  carrying  off  coal  dust,  etc.,  which 
is  discharged  into  the  river. 

4.  — Closet  Accommodation. 

Particulars  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

5.  — Public  Cleansing. 

The  only  change  under  this  heading  that  an  extra  lorry  has  been 
acquired  by  the  Council  of  the  latest  hygienic  and  up-to-date  type. 

6. — Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

T think  the  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  area  has  been  very  satis- 
factorily performed  during  the  year.  For  details  see  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report  enclosed. 

7.  — Shops. 

No  special  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  during 
the  year.  Inspections  and  Supervision  have  been  regularly  made. 

8.  — Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  taken  in  reference  to  this  paragraph  apart  from 
a few  minor  arrangements. 


9.  — Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  is  one  public  open-air  Swimming  Pool  owned  by  the  Council 
This  pool  is  used  to  a great  extent  and  is  conducted  in  a very  sad  - 
factory  manner. 

10.  — Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

The  method  in  use  for  destruction  of  this  vermin  is  spraying  of 
crude  gas  water  obtained  from  the  Council’s  Gas  Department 

The  number  of  Council  houses  dealt  with  is  11,  other  houses  Id. 

When  the  new  houses  are  dealt  with  and  ready  for  tenancy  the 
furniture  and  etc.  of  proposed  tenants  will  he  dealt  with  before  removal 
and  a special  liquid  sprayed  (insecticide)  into  and  over  articles  who  e 
necessary. 

This  work  will  he  attended  to  by  the  Council’s  employees. 

11.  — Schools. 

The  Sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  of  the  schools  still  remi.i  i 
satisfactory.  Visits  of  inspection  are  periodically  made  and  any  defects 
etc.,  found,  reported  to  the  Education  Authority. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  the  schools  owing  to  epidemics 
of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year.

SECTION  F.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 


Considerable  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year  mostly  in 
children  age  5-15.  This  epidemic  was  of  a very  mild  type  and  isolation 
was  successfully  carried  out  in  the  patients’  homes. 

There  were  no  cases  of  enteric  fever  or  small-pox. 

There  were  2 cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia. 

Hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases  is  available  when 
required  in  the  Newport  Corporation  Hospital  (Isolation)  and  other 
similar  hospitals  in  the  County  of  Monmouth. 

Maintenance  charges  for  these  cases  are  borne  by  your  Council.

(a)  Cancer. — There  was  sti J1  slight  increase  in  the  prevalence  of

last  year.  Full  use  is  made  for  treatment,  etc.,  under  the  National 
Radium  Centre.  No  special  investigations  have  been  undertaken  by  the 
Council  in  pursuance  of  suggestions  contained  in  Circular  1136  of 
July  31st,  1930.

There 
was  no  evidence  of  excessive  incidence  of,  or  mortality  from  tuber- 
culosis in  any  particular  occupation  in  the  area.

Apart  from  the  mild  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  was  prevalent 
in  this  and  adjoining  areas,  I think  the  general  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  during  the  year  1937  were  satisfactory. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  housing  scheme  under  the 
Overcrowding  Act,  especially  when  one  considers  the  difficulty  in 
obtaining  suitable  sites  for  building  new  houses.  The  houses  that  have 
been  built  have  been  well  planned  and  constructed  and  the  “lay-out” 
and  appearance  of  these  houses  are  very  pleasing.

18  of  whom  are  Producer  Retailers. 

23  of  whom  are  Retailers  only. 

Five  dealers  are  trading  on  a Supplementary  Licence  : 

3 in  “Pasteurised”  Milk;  and 
2 in  Ordinary  Supply. 

Of  24  samples  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  analysis,  22 
were  certified  as  satisfactory,  in  the  remaining  two,  slight  traces  of 
Manorial  pollution  was  detected.  In  each  case  the  dealers  were  notified 
and  cautioned. 

In  one  instance  the  “Producer”  has  provided  and  installed  a small 
plant  for  production  of  “Accredited  Milk”,  which  fact  will  help  to 
further  improve  the  present  milk  supply.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  REMOVAL. 

This  department  of  public  service  is  carried  out  by  means  ot  two 
motor  lorries,  one  of  which  carries  improved  sliding  cover  for  retention 
of  light  refuse  (dust  and  paper)  in  strong  winds. 

The  other  lorry  is  covered  by  a heavy  sheet  for  the  same  purpose. 

In  addition  there  is  a horse-drawn  vehicle  operating  over  less 
populous  areas,  which  are  approached  by  narrow  roadways. 

After  collection  the  refuse  is  discharged  on  to  a tipping  area  known 
ns  “Danygraig  Tip’’,  and  is  situated  in  Central  Ward. 

Any  defaulters  in  this  section  are  notified  and  in  the  event  ot  a 
further  offence  reported  to  the  Works  and  General  Purposes  Committee 
with  a view  of  treating  the  case  as  warranted. 

Notices  are  served  on  persons  failing  to  properly  collect  and  reta  n 
their  refuse.  These  notices  convey  “Days  of  Collection”  in  that  particu- 
lar district,  and  time  (as  near  as  possible),  in  the  case  of  a breakdown, 
as  must  be  expected  these  arrangements  are  interferred  with. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

In  this  section  of  the  services,  5 connections  to  subsidiary  sewers 
were  made,  consisting  of  800ft.  Oin.  of  4in.  pipe,  and  200ft  Oin.  of 
Cin.  This  work  w7as  chiefly  carried  out  in  new  Council  Houses,  New 
Park  Road  and  Woodwrard  Crescent,  Crosskeys. 


All  drain  inlets  being  trapped  by  gullies  ; all  mains  trapped  by  the 
“Windsor”  type  trap,  carrying  a clearing  arm,  for  cleansing  purposes 
All  necessary  chambers  and  bent  pipes  duly  provided  and  fixed.

there  are  eight  private  slaughterhouses  in  your  area  three  in 
North  Ward,  three  in  Central  Ward,  and  two  in  South  Ward. 

1 he  slaughter  of  animals  for  food  is  carried  out  by  means  ol 
mechanical  appliances  such  as  the  Captive  Bolt,  Electric  Tongs  and 
others.  These  instruments  are  used  to  create  insensibility  before  the 
operation  of  bleeding. 


The  instrument  known  as  “The  Gun0  is 


used  m this  district. 


This  is  a short  arrangement  similar  to  a revolver,  and  with  which 
cartridges  are  fired,  the  cartridges  are  of  different  sizes,  the  larger 
being  used  on  lieasts  or  large  boars  or  the  heavier  class  of  pigs.  The 
lighter  on  porkers,  sheep  and  lambs  and  calves.  There  is  a quantity  of 
dead  meat  imported  both  English  and  Foreign,  from  Cardiff  and 
Newport.  Practically  all  live  animals  are  carried  from  markets  in  vans 
or  other  means  of  transport.

INSPECTION  OF  G.W.R.  CO.S  CANAL. 

This  is  a waterway  that  runs  the  whole  length  of  your  district. 

At  the  present  time  it  is  not  used  as  a channel  of  transport,  but 
simply  as  a means  of  water  supply  to  several  small  holdings  and  allot- 
ments. 

It  also  supplies  water  for  use  on  three  of  their  stations  as  general 
cleansing  and  fire  extinguishing  emergencies. 

The  towpath  is  a favourite  walk  in  summer  time,  and  is  much 
used  by  pedestrians. 

The  congested  road  routes  are  forsaken  for  the  more  pleasant 
conditions. 


Sometimes  these  conditions  are  interf erred  with  by  deposits  of 
carcases,  dogs,  cats,  etc.,  but,  when  discovered,  and  the  caretakers  are 
notified  they  are  promptly  removed  and  satisfactorily  disposed  of. 

VAN  DWELLINGS. 

The  creation  of  trouble  by  this  class  of  people  very  rarely  arise 
in  these  days. 

Tn  the  event  of  any  sojourners  of  this  particular  type  making  a 
halt  they  are  allowed  24  hours  in  which  to  rest  their  horses,  or  effect 
any  necessary  repairs  to  harness  or  vans. 

In  the  event  of  an  infectious  outbreak  in  the  van  or  camp  they 
would  be  held  up  until  certified  free  from  infection  and  disinfection 
completed. 


RAG  AND  BONE  DEALERS. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  dealers  in  this  business,  and  during 
the  period  under  consideration  one  dealer  was  prosecuted,  convicted, 
and  fined  £3  at  Newport  Police  Court  on  Saturday,  August  7th,  1937.
